MANY DISEASES CAUSED BY DIRT 


CREDITED TO 
AN ALL-WISE 


PROVIDENCE — CLEANLINESS 
NEXT TO GODLINESS. 
A clean home is more to be desired 


than great riches, for uncleanllness 
and long life don't travel far together. 


Every Florida home keeper would 


bristle with Indignation, at the sug- 
gestion that her house was not a 
model of cleanliness 
Most homes 


are clean, scrupulously clean, to the 
non-medical observer. The floors are 
swept and the brica-brac is dusted; 
there Is the regular cleaning day for 
the sleeping rooms each week, the din- 
ing room and living rooms get theirs 
every day 
The good woman of the 


house delights to tell of the heavy 
burdens she bears, many of them en- 
tirely unnecessary and self-imposed, 
in keeping her indoor kingdom In fit 
condition 
Then there is the annual 


'house-cleanlng"'time, which brings 
sadness to mankind and a kind of im- 
perial joy to womankind, for it is 
then that she asserts her royal pre- 
rogatives and makes home a bedlam 
while it lasts 


But, (and how many stories have a 


"but" as a sort of disfiguring sequel 
to spoil them) with all the scrubbing 
and sweeping and dusting, many, too 
many, homes are not clean, sanitarily 
clean. In the hidden corners which 
are reached once or twice a year, per- 
haps never reached at all, thin layers 
of dust accumulate, 
where disease- 


bringing germs love to 
congregate 


and multiply until a sudden draft 
gives them opportunity 
to 
accom- 


plish their death-dealing mission in 
the world 


The kitchen is clean, scrubbed un- 


til the paint is worn thin on base- 
boards and door frames, but the files 
are free to enter through the un- 
screened windows from the garbage 
can just outside, or from places even 
more disgusting 
They are free to 


alight on uncovered food and to leave 
on it unmentionable filth that has 
clung to their feet from previous and 
recent wanderings 
They come in at 


the open and uncovered pantry win- 
dow to pollute tonight's dinner or to 
morrow's breakfast. 


The living room, the library and the 


bedrooms, ablaze with light, invite 
the mosquito to enter from the dark- 
ness of the outside night, and to in 
f»ct the household with the poison of 
malaria. 
Many good housekeepers, 


even in enlightened Florida, fail to 
see the necessity of window screens 
and screens for outside doers 
To 


them screens over the beds are suf 
flcient and they are put up to avoid 
the discomforts of an all-night fight 
with mosquitoes and not for sanitary 
reasons 
To them screened porches 
are a luxury, not a necessity. 


And when in the absence of screens 


about the earth closets outside, but 
near to the house, of screens on doors 
and windows and, sometimes, over the 
beds, disease and death come into 
these screenless homes, they are re- 
signedly taken as mysterious dispen 
sations of an all-wise Providence, a 
kind of discipline which in the end, 
somehow or other, works out a higher 
individual spirituality. The worst of 
it is that the poor housewife does not 
realize that she has been to blame 
Perhaps it is fortunate, after it is all 
over, that she does not know It 
would add to her 
sufferings and, 


goodness knows, she has enough with- 
out that. 


It is the aim 
and purpose of the 


modern 
sanitarian 
and 
sanitary 


boards and organizations to educate 
the housewife, to show her how to 
make her home clean in the scienti- 
fic and safe meaning of the word 
With the homes of Florida scientifi- 
cally clean, the death rate from ty ' 
phoid fever would fall close to the 
vanishing point 
Malaria would di- 


minish to the degree of becoming a 
medical curiosity, and most of the 
deaths of Florida's residents would be 
the results of unavoidable accidents 
or of old age. 


What applies in this respect to the 


home, has an equal significance for 
those other places where people live 
and eat and sleep. The Florida legis- 
lature of 1913 created a hotel commis- 
sion, whose duties were made to In- 
clude inspection of the public houses 
and boarding houses of the state. This 
commission must see to it that every 
bed sheet is not less in size than cer- 
tain prescribed dimensions; that the 
time-honored roller towel is banished 
from public lavatories and that Indi 
vldual towels are substituted; to see 
that screens are provided for windows 
in accordance with certain prescribed 
rules, and to have a general supervi- 
sion over sanitary provisions neces- 
sary to public health and comfort. 


This commission has a large value 


for the traveling public whose wan- 
derings include the smaller towns of 
the state that are not blessed with en- 
ergetic and active health officials. It 
Is important to the comfort of 
the 


traveling man that the bed sheets 
should be at least 96 inches long, and 
not 98, especially 
in hot 
weather 


when he never draws one over him 
except to smother under it in tthe at- 
tempt to ward off the attacks of the 
blood-thirsty mosquito, and it doesn't 
make much difference what is the 
length of the sheet on which he tosses. 


This commission is not a depart- 


jment of the state board of health, al- 
though at the direction of the board, 
and not by its own initiative, it may 
perform certain functions to regulate 
sanitary matters 


Florida should be one of the most 


healthful states in the Union. It 
stands high in the list, and its location 
in a balmy climate, which favors out- 
door life all the year, gives It large 
advantage from the health viewpoint. 
But natural advantages are not suf- 
ficient. Then la a science of living, 
and It Is Just as much a science at it 
mathematics. A disregard of tht laws 
that have been formulated or discov- 
ered through this science of santta- 
tlon, It quite at disastrous in a warm 
climate at in a cooler one. 


There are many 
indications of a 


more general reoognltton year by year 
among the people of thlt most sooth- 
«rly state, of th* principles that have 
been discovered relating to the prw 
•ration of health and the trnlimje. 
tton of life. Thto recognition le tow- 
ing fruit by th* practice of (hot* tew*. 


The people of Florida are betef .edu- 
cated. They are learning the value 
of clean homes, of clean food «nd of 
clean living. 


Cleanliness Is next to godliness. It 
conduces to righteousness, tor 
the

Bathers and Providing a Pen- 
alty for Fadlure to Do So 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature 


of the State of Florida: 


Section 1. Any person, persons, 


firm or corporation operating or 
maintaining public bath houses 
bathing pavilions, or other similar 
places, whe-e bathing suits are 
furnished for hire or rent, at the 
seaside resorts in the State of 
Fioiida. are hereby required to 
maintain at all times proper and 
safe life lines and life rafts for 
the protection of the bathers at 
such seaside resort 


Sec 2 
Any person or persons, 


and the officers of any corporation 
violating the provisions of Section 
1 of this Act shall be subject to a 
flne of not more than five hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment in the 
county jail of not more than six 
months, or By both such fine and 
imprisonment at the discretion of 
the court.

The county school board met In reg- 


ular convention at DeLand Monday, 
with Commissioners Crouch and Fre- 
vatt present. The minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting were read and adopted. 


Commissioner Crouch reported that 


he had examined the school building 
at New Smyrna and had found it in a 
very bad condition, due as much to ne- 
glect and abuse as anything else Mr 
frouch claims to have found the win- 
dows and doors of the building open, 
and the building, judging from indica- 
tions therein, is being used as a play- 
house for the entire neighborhood of 
children. The superintendent was in- 
structed to address the trustees on the 
matter 
Mr. Crouch reported that he 
| had authorized the trustees to put in 


I new windows, and the matter of fur- 
! ther repairs and painting of this bnild- 
I ing .was again referred to Mr. Crouch, 
I with power to act. Supt. Sheppard 
was instructed to take up the matter 
of janitor, cleaning and fumigating the 
building, cleaning the grounds and re- 
pairing the fence. 


Commissioner Prevail reported the 


completion of minor repairs to the De- 
Land white school and progress on re- 
pairs to blackboards and roof on the 
colored school. 


Commissioner Woolwlne 
reported 


(by letter the completion of the Me- 
Glonn school building and repairs to 
fence and completion of well at Wi- 
nona. Warrants wer drawn to S. H. 
Owens for $100 and C. C. Blowers for 
$23.95 for the work 
done at these 


places respectively 
The balance on 
the McGlonn school building being 
witheld for acceptance of the 
school 


building by Mr. Woolwlne. 


The superintendent had 
reported 


that he had been unable to secure the 
assistance of teachers on the work on 
the new course of study, but that he 
had completed the work alone. The 
new course was submitted to the 
board and approved. 


Judge Voigt, of Kallamazoo, came 


before the board with a request for a 
school at that 
place 
The board 


agreed to furnish the building with 
desks and a teacher it the community 
will furnish the house. 


The trustees of Daytona came before 


the board with a request for further as- 
sistance amounting to $2,600 for that 
school, this amount being the teachers' 
pay roll for the two extra months 
school in the 1911-12 term. The mat- 
ter was held over for the next meet- 
ing. 


The matter of establishing a school 


in the Flowers district was indefinitely 
postponed owing entirely to the in- 
ability of the citizens in that neighbor- 
hood to agree on a location tor the 
school building It was ordered that 
patrons who would attend that school. 
If established, shall not be allowed 
transportation during the coming term 
since the board feels that every pos- 
sible thing 
has been done to give 


these people a school and same has 
been refused by them.

Glonn school house was referred to 
Commissioner Woolwlne. 


Resignation of Supervisor C. S. 


Waters of Haw creek school was re-

The superintendent was Instructed

Human Wretchedness In God's Sight. 
Pastor Russell then described human 


conditions as they must appear from 
the Heavenly viewpoint The sight Is 
terrible—enough to make angels rieep. 
Some are demented to the extent of 
wallowing In the mire of sin: some so 
depraved that they love wrong and 
bate right: others so weak that they 
cannot do as tbey would; many In pris- 
ons;

tals; other hundreds of thousands in In 
sane asylums: thousands of millions 
gone down Into the tomb; with a few.

Medical science has 
established beyond the reach of argu 
ment, that the germ of typhoid fever 
exists in the excreta of those who 
are suffering from that disease; that 
thte germ to carried from this source 
and deposited in'or upon the food 
that is to be eaten by other human 
beings and that by this process 1* 
this dreed affliction spread and kept 
alive in the human race. 


Tue obvious remedy, that of keep- 


ing the fly away from this infection 
fund also away from the food, has 
been pointed out and emphasized by 
the doctors. It has been preached so 
constantly and 
continuously 
that 


every intelligent man has heard it a 
thousand times. The fact, no longer 
a theory, has been proved in every 
community In the state of Florida. 


To reduce this danger in one of the 


largest cities In the state, its health 
department proposed a municipal reg- 
ulation to screen all surface closets 
that, on account of local conditions, 
could not be destroyed or removed 
The disease had assumed epidemic 
proportions In one or more years pre- 
viously in this city, but the proposed 
precautionary measure was fought by 
the authorities, who believed their 
own wisdom superior to that of their 
trained scientist, until strenuous per- 
sistence by the local health 
board 


backed by the influence of the state 
board, brought about its enactment 
The result was the reduction in the 
number of cases of typhoid by near- 
ly one-half in the following two years, 
arid Incidentally a lowering of 
the 


city's death rate, by 23 per 
cent in 


three years

as) a preventive of smallpox, 
and 


their criminal responsibility for pro- 
mulgating such unbelief varies In pro- 
portion to their influence.

of them have 'known the horrors of 
yellow fever and nave seen friends, 
brothers and sisters perhaps, falling 
about them to almost certain death- 
repudiate the belief that the germ of 
this dreaded disease is carried by the 
mosquito, even though the doctors 
who hare taught thte theory 
have 


proved Its correctness by banishing 
the pestilence from Florida and the 
Islands of the Carribbean 


There are some, even among the 


medical profession of 
Florida, who 


still hold to tbe long disproved theory 
that malaria has Its origin In the mi- 
asma of foul and undisturbed waters 


There are some who disbelieve In 


the germ theories of disease trans- 
mission—although these theories have 
been so long and so thoroughly es- 
tablished that they have ceased to be 
theories 


It is a question whether there ex 


Ists a person more to be pitied than 
the man of ordinary Intelligence, who 
holds his Inner consciousness or his 
i,nstmct or his stubbornness superior 
to the accumulated and 
increasing 


knowledge of the scientific 
world, 


and who persists in holding to dis 
proven, dangerous, even death bring- 
ing theories of disease origin 
If 


there Is a man more to be commiser- 
ated than he, it is the one who, with 
the knowledge of 
exact 
sanitary 


science within his reach—nay, thrust 
upon him—goes along his thought 
less way, trusting that a kind Provi- 
dence, that has brought him to the 
years where discretion is presumed 
to bare had a chance to guide 
his 


way, will render him immune to the 
workings of nature's laws 


The path to health even though it 


coats more to live than to die, is 
plain 
It is being made plainer every 


day, and the wayfarer, though 
he 


may be foolish, need not stray from 
It, If be really cares enough about 
his life to walk In that way

* MORE SANITATION AT HNJE 


MANY DISEASES CAUSED BY DIRT 


CREDITED TO 
AN ALL-WISE 


PROVIDENCE — CLEANLINESS 
NEXT TO GODLINESS. 
A clean home is more to be desired 


than great riches, for uncleanllness 
and long life don't travel far together. 


Every Florida home keeper would 


bristle with Indignation, at the sug- 
gestion that her house was not a 
model of cleanliness 
Most homes 


are clean, scrupulously clean, to the 
non-medical observer. The floors are 
swept and the bric-a-brac is dusted; 
there Is the regular cleaning day for 
the sleeping rooms each week, the din- 
ing room and living rooms get theirs 
every day 
The good woman of the 


house delights to tell of the heavy 
burdens she bears, many of them en- 
tirely unnecessary and self-imposed, 
in keeping her indoor kingdom In fit 
condition 
Then there is the annual 


'house-cleanlng""time, which brings 
sadness to mankind and a kind of im- 
perial joy to womankind, for it is 
then that she asserts her royal pre- 
rogatives and makes home a bedlam 
while it lasts 


But, (and how many stories have a 


'but" as a sort of disfiguring sequel 
to spoil them) with all the scrubbing 
and sweeping and dusting, many, too 
many, homes are not clean, sanitarily 
clean. In the hidden corners which 
are reached once or twice a year, per- 
haps never reached at all, thin layers 
of dust accumulate, 
where 
disea 


bringing germs love to 
congregate 


and multiply until a sudden draft 
gives them opportunity 
to 
accom- 


plish their death-dealing mission in 
the world 


The kitchen is clean, scrubbed 


til the paint is worn thin on base- 
boards and door frames, but the files 
are free to enter through the un< 
screened windows from the garbage 
can just outside, or from places even 
more disgusting 
They are free to 


alight on uncovered food and to leave 
on it unmentionable filth that has 
clung to their feet from previous and 
recent wanderings 
They come in at 


the open and uncovered pantry win- 
dow to pollute tonight's dinner or to 
morrow's breakfast. 


The living room, the library and the 


bedrooms, ablaze with light, invite 
the mosquito to enter from the dark- 
ness of the outside night, and to in 
f»ct the household with the poison of 
malaria. 
Many good housekeepers, 


even in enlightened Florida, fail to 
see the necessity of window screens 
and screens for outside doers. To 
them screens over the beds are suf 
Sclent and they are put up to avoid 
the discomforts of an all-night fight 
with mosquitoes and not for sanitary 
reasons 
To them screened porches 
are a luxury, not a necessity. 


And when in the absence of screens 


about the earth closets outside, but 
near to the house, of screens on doors 
and windows and, sometimes, over the 
jeds, disease and death come into 
these screenless homes, they are re- 
signedly taken as mysterious dispen 
sations of an all-wise Providence, a 
kind of discipline which in the end, 
somehow or other, works out a higher 
Individual spirituality. The worst of 
it is that the poor housewife does not 
realize that she has been to blame 
Perhaps it is fortunate, after it is all 
over, that she does not know. It 
would add to her . sufferings and, 
goodness knows, she has enough with- 
out that. 


It is the aim 
and purpose of the 


modern 
sanitarian 
and 
sanitary 


boards and organizations to educate 
the housewife, to show her how to 
make her home clean in the selenit- 
ic and safe meaning of the word 
With the homes of Florida scientifi- 
cally clean, the death rate from ty 
phoid fever would fall close to the 
vanishing point 
Malaria would di- 


minish to the degree of becoming a 
medical curiosity, and most of the 
deaths of Florida's residents would be 
the results of unavoidable accidents 
or of old age. 


What applies in this respect to the 


lome, has an equal significance for 
those other places where people live 
and eat and sleep. The Florida legis- 
lature of 1913 created a hotel commis- 
sion, whose duties were made to In- 
clude inspection of the public houses 
and boarding houses of the state. This 
sommission must see to it that every 
led sheet is not less in size than cer- 
tain prescribed dimensions; that the 
tale-honored roller towel is banished 
from public lavatories and that Indi- 
vidual towels are substituted; to see 
hat screens are provided for windows 
In accordance with certain prescribed 
rules, and to have a general supervi- 
sion over sanitary provisions neces- 
sary to public health and comfort. 


This commission has a large value 


'.or the traveling public whose wan- 
derings include the smaller towns of 
the state that are not blessed with en- 
ergetic and active health officials. It 
s important to the comfort of the 
traveling man that the bed 
sheets 


should be at least 96 Inches long, and 
not 98, especially 
in hot 
weather 


when he never draws one over him 
except to smother under it in tthe at- 
empt to ward off the attacks of the 
ilood-thirsly mosquito, and it doesn't 
make much difference what is the 
ength of the sheet on which he tosses. 


This commission is not a depart- 


jment of the state board of health, al- 
though at the direction of the board, 
and not by its own initiative, it may 
perform certain functions to regulate 
sanitary matters. 


Florida should be one of the most 


healthful states in the Union. It 
stands high in the list, and its location 
in a balmy climate, which favors out- 
door life all the year, give* It large 
advantage from the health viewpoint. 
But natural advantages are not suf- 
ficient. There la a science of living, 
and It I* Just as much a science a* It 
mathematics. A disregard of the laws 
that have been formulated or discov- 
ered through this science of sanita- 
tion, Is quit* aa disastrous in a warm 
climate at In a cooler one. 


There are many 
Indications of a 


more general recognition year by year 
among the people of this most aovtn- 
«rly state, of th* principles that bav* 
been discovered relating to the pres- 
ervation of health and the Trnlnac* 
tton of life. Thla recognition le bear- 
ing fruit by UM DTMtto* of the** tew*. 


The people of Florida are Mng.oaV 
cated. They are learning th* vain* 
of clean homes, of clean food and of 
clean living. 
Cleanliness Is next to godliness. It 


conduces to righteousness, for 
the 


Strong, healthy man or woman should 
be better morally than tbe invalid

children. The superintendent was in-

ing .was again referred to Mr. Crouch, 
with power to act. Supt. Sheppard 
was Instructed to take up the matter 
of janitor, cleaning and fumigating the 
building, cleaning the grounds and re- 
pairing the fence. 


Commissioner Prevatt reported the 


completion of minor repairs to the De- 
Land white school and progress on re- 
pairs to blackboards and roof on the 
colored school. 


Commissioner Woolwlne reported 


by letter the completion of the Me- 
Glonn school building and repairs to 
fence and completion of well at Wi- 
nona. Warrants wer drawn to S. H. 
Owens for $100 and C. C. Flowers for 
$23.95 for the work 
done at these 


places respectively 
The balance on 
the McGlonn school building being 
witheld for acceptance of the school 
building by Mr. Woolwine. 


The superintendent 
had reported 


that he had been unable to secure the 
assistance of teachers on the work on 
the new course of study, but that he 
had completed the work alone. The 
new course was submitted 
to the 


board and approved.

this dreaded disease is carried by the 
mosquito, even though the doctors 
who have taught thie theory 
have 


proved its correctness by banishing 
the pestilence from Florida and the 
islands of the Carrlbbean 


There are some, even among the 


medical profession of 
Florida, who 


still hold to the long disproved theory 
that malaria has Its origin in the mi- 
asma of foul and undisturbed waters 


There are some who disbelieve in 


the germ theories of disease trans- 
mission—although these theories have 
been so long and so thoroughly es- 
tablished that they have ceased to be 
theories 


It is a question whether there ex 


ists a person more to be pitied than 
the man of ordinary intelligence, who 
holds his Inner consciousness or hi; 
i,nstmct or his stubbornness superior 
to the accumulated and 
increasing 


knowledge of the scientific 
world 


and who persists in holding to dis 
proven, dangerous, even death bring 
ing theories of disease origin 
If 


there is a man more to be commiser- 
ated than he, it is the one who, with 
the knowledge of 
exact 
sanitary 


science within his reach—nay, thrust 
upon him—goes along his thought 
less way, trusting that a kind Provi- 
dence, that has brought him to the 
years where discretion is presumed 
to have had a chance to guide 
his 


way, will render him immune to the 
workings of nature's laws

The Florida labor law, passes bf 


the legislature of 1» 13, making it t 
misdemeanor to contract to perform 
labor, secure money «f other thlag»

tutfonal by Judge Morroe in the court 
of record yesterday, ,when Bell & An 
.derapn appeared before the court rep- 
resenting Will Anderson, colored of 
East Pass, who had been arrested for 
failure to live up to a contract enter 
ed into with parties of that 
place 


According to the statements Williams 
came to Pensacola to 'report to the 
federal authorities that his wife was 
being held near Bast Pass in an in 
voluntary state of servitude in liola 
tion of the federal laws, but he did 
not reach the federal officers before 
lie was arrested by a deputy sheriff 
from East Pass, who charged him 
with jumping his contract with the 
firm where his wife was employed 


Bell & Anderson, appearing for the 


negro, sued out a writ of habeas cor 
pus, and argued that the law under 
which he wag arrested and held con 
filets with the federal law relating to 
peonage and therefore was unconsti 
tutional, citing authorities and dec! 
slons to substantiate their statement 
that the Florida law is in direct con 
fllct with the act of congress 
and

supreme court in an Alabama case
